Subjects Suggestions for a little Archives research 


1) FBI files in the Commission’s possession 

The Commission did get the allegedly complete Oswald fries of the State 
Deoartment (CD 1114-5), the CIA (CD 692), and the ONI (apparently not a C u, bu. 

1 have it on microfilm). However, Warren seemed extremely eager not to put a copy 
of the FBI headquarters file on Oswald in the records. (Reread 5H11-14 -fantastic l ; 

Bill Turner has advised me that (contrary to the implications of Belmont s 
testimony, 5H3) there may be material in the field office files that never reaches 
headquarters . I am pretty sure that there is such material m this case; ior example, 
in CS 3153 the F3I noted that they had checked field office as well as headquarters 
files, an admission that there might be additional material in the former, x have 
found no indication that the Commission had, or was interested in, the Dallas or 
N.O. files. There are indications that they had not been sent to the Commission as 

2 single units: material from them is included in various items (FBI Exhibit D-W5, 
and pages 528-55? of CD 897, radio transcripts obtained before the assassination 

which had "not been set forth previously."). ^ . . , 

Thus, I want to know if the Archives has the 3 relevant FBi files on Oswald 
from before the assassination: Dallas, N.O., and headquarters. 

Suggested action: A) Go through the file "GA - 1 - FBI (i.e., Government 
agencies involved - federal - FBI; see the file classification manual), look for 
these files or any references to them. 

B) Ask the Archives people to help you find them. , 

C) Ask at the FBI across the street. You probably won t get anywhere oun it s 

fun to try, , , . . . 

In B) and C), if the results are negative try .0 geu it in wriumg. 
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2) -or the entire GA file, I would appreciate a general description - which 
agencies, how many pages for each, whether it is mostly correspondence or also 
includes investigative reports, and the like. I might want to get some of ths 
file - espec iall y FBI, CIA, and ONI - on microfilm, and I would like to know 
roughly what is in there before I order anything. 


3) There is a name index (card file) to Secret Service reports. Can one use this 
in the Archives? Can it be microfilmed? (If so, how much would it cost?) 


4) Is the FBI’s request for withholding of certain pages in otherwise available 
CD’s itself available? If so, get me a Xerox copy. Ask about other material of this 
nature, and in particular the letter from Assistant Attorney General Schlei v.o 
Archivist Grover, dated August 13 » 1965= (This is the letter cited on the p'e-=n 
slios which are filed instead of the withheld pages of various CD^ s.)_The Archives 
will tell Jim Schmitt which pages of a specific CD are withheld, but it would oe 
nice to get this information for all the CD’s at once. 

5) Any general information (as in 2) above) would be useful, but don’t waste your 
time copying interesting paragraphs by hand rather than getting Xerox copies. 
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
